She 
and her associates 
used their money to 
buy a horse farm and 
golf course before 
she was sentenced 
to serve about eight 
years in 2003. She 
was released in 2010.

ByKateBernot i redeye 
Oh, those dreaded two words: “Last call!” 
When I’m at a bar late enough to hear them, 
they’re usually met first with confusion— 
“What time is it? Oh my god!”— followed by 
a scramble to order one last drink before cab- 
bing home. Late-night bars are few and far 
between, making Drop, a month-old lounge 
in Lincoln Park, notable for its 4 a.m. (5 a.m. 
Saturday) license in a fairly residential ’hood. 
When my friend and I needed a less expen- 
sive, closer-to-home spot after celebrating 
her birthday at a downtown cocktail bar, we 
arrived at Drop in search of music and a few 
final rounds. 

Enter the cave: Located below Bricks piz- 
zeria, Drop is completely subterranean and 
more than a little hidden. The dimly lit space, 
formerly home to Katacomb, Amp Rock 
Lounge and B Bar, has a blueish tint and 
rock-like walls, which made me feel like we 
were about to party in the Batcave. 

Drop your drink: Drop does have draft and 
bottled beers ($4-$8) and a handful of cock- 
tails ($10), but our high-energy bartender was 
most excited about the drop shots ($7- $10), 
a shot of liquor dropped into a glass of soda, 
cider, beer or even coffee. My first attempt 
at The Mule Kick (lime vodka dropped into 
ginger beer) was mildly embarrassing as I 
splashed the ginger beer onto the bar top and 
my purse when letting go of the shot glass. 
On my second try with a savory-spicy con- 
coction called The Mexican Stand-Off (jalap- 
eno tequila dropped into Corona and bloody 
mary mix), I was more cautious and managed 
to keep most of the liquid in the glass. 

Settle in: Because Drop’s website and

Facebook page hype the DJ schedule, I was 
expecting a club vibe. It was more laid-back, 
though, with people laughing in circles and 
ordering beers and cocktails just as often 
as shots. We might have worked up the 
liquid courage to dance if another group had 
started a dance area— or if we had heard Daft 
Punk— but groups were chatting rather than 
moving to the DJ’s mix. 

Bottom line: After other bars close their 
doors at 2 a.m., there are worse places to go 
than Drop. The staff is friendly there’s usually 
a DJ spinning, and even if you order one more 
drink than you intended, it likely won’t break 
the bank. Do take caution, though, since 
those drop shots go down almost too easily If 
you make it to last call here, you’re probably 
only a few hours away from breakfast.

She has a throaty, 
confiding voice. Her favorite color is green, 
and if she were a tree, she would be a fig tree 
(“beautiful leaves, and edible ...”). She once 
owned a goldfish that committed suicide by 
leaping out of its bowl and into a garbage dis- 
posal. 

Also, she just signed a one-year contract 
with WTTW-Ch. ii. Yes, after five months of 
speculation and lobbying, an audition process 
that drew more than 900 applicants, more 
than 10,000 online votes from viewers and a 
fair amount of gut-level consideration from 
producers ... 

Catherine De Orio is the new host of 
“Check, Please!” 

De Orio— whose selection has been known 
and closely guarded for weeks, so much so 


that producers and station executives would 
only refer to her as “the chosen one” inter- 
nally— now becomes the face, moderator and 
“brand ambassador” of the wildly successful, 
long-running restaurant-review round table, 
the highest-rated show on Chicago public 
television. Indeed, De Orio appears geneti- 
cally engineered for “Check, Please!” duties, 
possessing every quality that David Manilow, 
the show’s creator, has been publicly espous- 
ing since Alpana Singh, the previous host, an- 
nounced last winter she was leaving the show 
after 10 seasons. 

A self-described noncritical food writer 
(for the online magazine Eater and the glossy 
print publication Vegas), De Orio’s up on 
food trends and local restaurants, but doesn’t 
have a history of panning or praising Chi- 
cago establishments. A self-employed media 
personality and “culinary consultant”— “I do 
a lot of corporate recipe development and 
spokesperson work for brands, on TV and at 
events,” she said— she’s comfortable in front 
of a camera (unlike Singh, whose mild on- 



screen presence was never entirely satisfying, 
even to Singh). 

Plus, well, De Orio is so nice — a quality that 
Manilow also has been stressing for months. 

Last week, an hour or so after being told she 
was the new host, she hugged this reporter. 

“I’m sorry” she said. “I have no sense of 
personal space, and I’m a hugger, and this is 
killing me. I have been told I can’t tell anyone 
about this until the official announcement, 
and I have watched this show since Amanda 


Puck [the host for the first two seasons] was 
on, and I remember watching with a friend 
and saying, ‘I want that job.’ So when I got 
home and the only person there was my dog, 
this curmudgeonly pug, I hugged her, and she 
was like: ‘Feed me. I don’t care. What does 
this mean for me?’ Which is a typical dog.” 

The official announcement was to be made 
Wednesday on WTTW’s website. Taping for 
the 13th season of “Check, Please!” begins 
next month, and new episodes air in the fall.

“IVPla/’ finds The-Dream in a similarly 
straightforward mode throughout, although 
generally to greater success. While his past 
albums felt like auteur-driven works with few 
guests— containing deeply emotional themes 
that would slowly unveil their brilliance 
over several minutes — “IV Pla/’ is almost 
crowded. And as its fantastic, glittering title 
track suggests doing in the bedroom, it tends 
to cut to the chase.
